The number of war resisters coming to our office since Biil Mullen 
began work has more than doubled to approximately 13 per day, half of. 
whom are deserters from the armed forces. 


In the past three months we have disseminated 18,000 copies of the, 
pamphlet. We will be out of them by the end of this month and will have 
to reprint again. This is the first time that we have had to print more 
than once in the same year. The cost of printing will be the same as 
in March which was exactly $411.00. The majority of the pamphlets were 
sent to the United States for wider dissemination to better prepare people 
for their emigration to Canada. 


The volume of mail has increased to the present rate of 60 letters per 
day. Since the tragic incident at Kent State University and the movement 
into Cambodia, the mumber of potential war resisters is continually in- 
creasing. ' 


Aside from the needed $411.00 for the reprinting of our pamphlet, we 
also need temporary housing facilities, especially during the summer. The 
young men who come up are somewhat better prepared but they are short on 
finances as the majority are College graduates just out of school. If 
they are forced to take a room in a hotel, thier resources will be drained 
very ‘quickly and Sahiba jeopardize thetr application for Landed Immigrat- 
ion Status. 


“The American Deserters Committee has moved to 3837 St. Laurent Blvd. 
but they are retaining their telephone 845-6542. 


If the money for the printing is not obtained through contributions 
we will be unable to reprint the pamphlet. This would be. very drastic 
as the young men depend on this pamphlet for the necessary information. 


If you did not respond to our last request, we need your help now. 
If you did respond, we need your continued support to keep us functioning.
